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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 25 
August 2010 has been entered. Claims 3, 13, 17, and 27 are cancelled. 

Quayle Action 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1 ) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The specification fails to provide proper antecedent basis for 
at least a portion of the braided member being "encased within a wall of the flared distal 
section" and the elastomeric jacket having "a thickness generally equivalent to that of 
the flared distal section of the elongated shaft member." The examiner recognizes that 
such amendments are fully supported in the applicant's original disclosure (in Figure 2). 
Figure 2 shows the jacket (38) having a thickness generally equivalent to that of the 
flared distal section (16). The specification also describes the jacket "encasing" the 
braided member and Figure 2 illustrates a cross-section showing the braided member 
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being disposed in the same manner ("encased") within the wall of the distal flared 
section. Since Figure 2 fully supports the amendments to the claims, only an objection 
to the specification is being made for failing to provide antecedent basis for the structure 
recited in the claims and as depicted in Figure 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 , 2, 4-12, 1 4-1 6, 1 8-26, 28, and 29 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to disclose or suggest, 
in combination with other limitations in the claims, at least a part of the proximal portion 
of the braided member being encased within a wall of the flared distal section of the 
elongated shaft or the elastomeric jacket disposed adjacent and flush with the flared 
distal section of the elongated shaft member with the elastomeric jacket having a 
thickness generally equivalent to that of the flared distal section of the elongated shaft 
member. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
